Subjtct — Import of spare parts —Issue of licences to actual users for the licensing 
period. April 1978 —March 1977. 

No. 3-ITC(PN) /77. —Attention is invited to Open General Licence No C-IV 
issued under Import trade Control Order No 21/76, dated the 22nd November, 1976. 
in terms of which general permission has been granted to actual users for import 
of permissible spare parts meant for maintenance of imported machinery or im¬ 
ported parts of indigenous machinery, without an import licence, subject to cer¬ 
tain specified conditions 

2. It Is clarified that under the provisions of OGL No C-IV issued under Import 
Trade Control Order No 21/76, dated the 22nd November, 1976 referred to above, 
import of all spare parts allowed to actual users on a restricted basis as well as 
those import of Which is allowed in consultation with the Directorate General of 
Technical Development, in terms of the policy indicated In Section II of the Import 
Trade Control Policy Red Book fVol I) for the period April, 1976—March 1977 
will be allowed for import However, ball bearings cylindrical roller bearings, 
tapered roller bearings needle roller cages and needle roller bearings which are 
shown as restricted In Appendix 14 of the Import Trade Control Policy Red Book 
(Vol I) for the period April 1976—March 1977, will not be allowed for import 
under the aforesaid Open General Licence

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3 1 In regard to import of non-permissible spare parts required for maintenance 
of imported machinery or imported parts of indigenous machinery installed or used 
in the factory, including spare parts of ancillary equipment, control and laboratory 
equipments and safety appliances, it has been decided to grant licences to actual 
users for import of such non-permissible spare parts on the basis of one percent 
of the c.i.1 value of imported machinery installed or used In the licence holder’s 
factory, subject to the following conditions* — 

(l) the value of a single non-permissible spare part should not exceed 
Rs. 50,000.00. 

(d) Import of electric motors, process pumps, compressors, non-permissible 
In terms of import policy for the licensing period 1976-77, not exceed¬ 
ing one piece each will only be allowed against licences Issued for 
non-permissible spare parts. 

(iii) In the case of actual users requiring more than one number of the afore¬ 
said items, requests will be considered by the licensing authorities on 
the recommendation of the sponsoring authorities concerned, subject to 
clearance from indigenous angle by the DGTD. 

4 Actual Users desiring to avail of the above facility may submit applications 
direct to the licensing authorities concerned in the prescribed form and manner 
along with list of nom permissible spare parts (seven copies) with a declaration to 
the effect that the items proposed to be imported are spares and are required by 
the actual users for the maintenance of machinery and equipment installed or used 
In their factory, including spare parts of ancillary equipment, control and labora¬ 
tory equipments and safety appliances 

5, Import licences against applications received in terms of para (4) above will 
be granted alongwith list of goodg without any further scrutiny from indigenous 
angle or recommendation of the sponsoring authority Applications, in terms of 
this public notice, may be made to the licensing authorities concerned in the pres¬ 
cribed form V Q’ given in Appendix 3 of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of 
Rules and Procedure, 1976-77, to the licensing authorities concerned on or before 
31st March, 1977. Applications received after this date will not be entertained 

6, Actual Users who have already been granted licences for import of spare 
parts in terms of the import policy for the period 1976-77 can import non-permis¬ 
sible spare parts upt) 20 per cent of the face value of licence In terms of para 51 
of Section I of the Red Book VoL 1 for April 1976—March 1977, In case, however, 
such actual users desire to avail of the provisions of this public notice, they are 
eligible to apply for a licence for import of non-permissible spare parts provided 
they surrender their licence(s) already issued for spare parts for the penod April, 
1976—March 1977, alongwith their application made in terms of para 4 of the 
Public Notice, 

7, Requests from actual users for grant of licence for Import of non-permissible 
spare parts in excess of the prescribed limit in terms of para 3 Of this Public Notice 
W’ 11 be considered by the licensing authorities on the recommendation of sponsoring 
authorities concerned. All such applications should be made through the sponsor¬ 
ing authorities concerned with full justification for licence for higher value and 
other relevant details The last, date for receipt of such applications will be 31st 
March, 1977 

8 It is also clarified that actual users, in addition to the issue of licences for 
import of non-permissible spare parts in terms of this public notice, will be eligible 
to import non-permissible spare parts upto 5 per cent of the value of actual user 
licence for raw materials and components and upto 10 per cent of the value of 
REP licence, aa at present allowed m terms of the import policy for April. 1976— 
March 1977. 

9. Import policy for the licensing period April 1976—March 1977, as given in 
import Trade Control Red Book (Vol I) for the period April, 1976—March 1977, 
nay be deemed to have been amended to the extent indicated above,
